Tho Spaiiiftr.ls in South America wore 
uot wiilidiU early iniiraation of tho inse- 
curity of the soil. Ijiraa was foiindod in 
1530, iiir.lor llio lii;j;h fonii(iin<r litlo of 
CiiKiad dulos lleyes, or City of the KiiiK.», 
Rinoe idteicd to its p'cseiit imme. In 
1582 Lima had its llr-t rcfonk'd ntlm.'lf of 
earlhqiial-u. The cuiitie of llio shock, 
howerer, was lo.vcr down aioug rhe coisi 
in tho nei^'hborhood of Arcqnipa, fouaded 
bv Pizirro some twelve uioutlis after the 
osUiblishmeiU of Lima. Arc(iiii|'.ii w.i.s 
luid ill ruins then ua now; luU Lima 
escapod with a warning. Lima's lorn, 
Lowever.was not. long in coming- Fonr 
years afterward it was laid proslrati-; 
aad BO great was the catastrophe, oven iu 
that land of catastrophes, that the anni- 
Terjp!;rj of that destruction i8 solenialy 
cominemoraled lo tho pro5cnt time, on 
tho day of tho riMlatioii of l^lizibelh. 
Lima had its third attack in in 
JSovember, 1630, lliere was aiiotaer 
earthqualie; but so ra.my of the citizL-n.- 
coulrived to csdiio that ihoy, Iheii and 
tiiere, iiL-^liluted the Festival of Nuler i 
Senora del M.daiiro, which ii celcbra!.ed 
annually to this day.

for possession of the sal. Earthquake 
returned to the charf;i) '■■'> IfiG.jwitli such 
violence that, for Ihe lV=t lime, ho ciiz- 
ens camped for severii days in tho coun- 
try districts around. When thej returned 
they found no slons siaudmg on another ; 
nevertheless the cLy rose again. After 
this there was no earthquake for Bome 
twenty years. ..\^':iin, ton years laler, 
n 1GS7, at four o'clock in the mornin.ir, 
hoiisos and |)uhlic ediDcJS Caino lumhiio^' 
down wilbout iho least, previou.s iiitimi> 
tioti; the inliabitaiils, ts usual, ru.-,biii- 
into the squares and opm spaces. 'J he 
miserable consolation, however, of look- 
ing on in safely was this time denied 
them. At si.\ in ihe iioriun^ the earth- 
quake repealed um attick with renewed 
viijor, and tho .',ca, re. ling and rising in 
a wail of inky waters— as il did in the 
great earthquake of ihis year— dashed 
back with with overwbduiiag force over 
the land. 'Jallao, which hud arisen as 
the port of Lima, a low miies from it, was 
entirely de^ruyed, and luoa of llie inlnb 
itants wero cair.ed away by Ih^j recudiug 
waters. The local recoids, preserved to 
ns by Don Anlooio de Ulioa, captain of 
his mo't Uhristiau majesty's navy, men- 
tion this as the most disaatroif vsilntion 
to Ibis dale Di;ceinl)er, IG'JO, Sep'cn- 
ber, li-i'JT, duly, lo'.''J, February, 1711), 
Jaiuiary, iT2.J, 1 )ecemljer, 173-1, wore all 
earthquake mouths in Lima. In l7;J4 
and 1745 there wero more earthquakes. 
On tho 2Sth of October, 174P, at half 
past ten at ni^dil, Iho first siio.di was felt 
of another oarlbc|iiako, and wilhin the 
ppaco of ilireo minutos all tho dui dinj;3 
in tho city, j,M-.;at and small, public iiiul 
private, were lu!a[)s of ruins, burying with 
them lho-.o iuliabitaiiH who had not been 
quick euoii;;h in esiMping to^lho squares. 
Then succeeded a momenl's calm, as 
when tho heavy ordnance has <.|)i.'no i the 
battle, and ihc I'LjIitcr, but more imnier- 
ous, musketry prepares lo follow. Soon it 
began again, and iho houseless, homoleis 
iuhabiiauta counted two hundred dlstinri 
shocks wilhin tho following twenty-four 
hoars. Thos i shocks continued until the 
Pebroary of the following ye.ir, and wi;re 
computed al four hundred ami hfiy in all. 
Oil this occasion the [)orl of (Jallao sank 
quite down Ixdow tbo level of tbo 5ta. 
Nothing wa.s loll standing save a piflCt3 of 
MuU belonging lo the fort of Santa Cruz, 
iu which iweDly»two persons contrived 
to save themselves. 01 the iwenty-lhreo 
ships then in port, nineleon wore wholly 
sunk, aad llio rouiaini g ^'>^'-' " 
consideralilo distance inland Of tho lour 
thousand inhabitaiiis, which the port of 
CuUao then numbered, only two hundrod 
survived, lu Lima ihirieen luindred 
dead bodies wero cxcavalod from the 
ruins, exclusive of great number of maim.j 
ed, who allerward died of iheir hurts. 
(Jomuiaiidiu- Wilkes, of ibu United Sliites 
exploring oxpodiiion of 1849, was able in 
that year to dotiiie the silo of tho old port 
of Oalluo beneath tho sea.

Ascension Day, 1812, rose fair and 
bright in that citr- The air was calm— 

the sky unclonded : it is nn error to sup- 
pose that carthqtiukes ino usually accom- 
panied or preceded by any threatening 
appenraiico of tbo eleinciils. Largo 
nuiiibers of the inhabitants wero at church, 
in altendanco on the services of the d ly- 
Suddenly the bells tolled wishout touch 
of mortal liaiids : this was tho 'irst inli- 
malion of tho earlbquake, wliicli nlmo.st 
simi.ltancously was upon Ihe unhappy 
pcojilc. Tlio movement of tlie eartli — 
as in tlie late widespread catastrophe — 
was from north to .south, with transverse 
jerks from east to west. These cross 
a^'iiaiioiis of tho surface, occurring with 
e.Mrcme rajjidiiy, iuslaiitly prostrated 
cveryiliing animate and inanimalo. 'i'He 
iuliubiianis wero unable to crawl to the 
church doors, and those vast churches, 
vvliich lire eharaeloristic of nil i>oiilh 
American citits, from the lurgest to the 
' 'sinallc.^t, dcsceiuled in ruins uroiind Ihein. 
"-'en Ihoiisaiid per.oiis are said to liavo 
been killed in tho cliiiiehes alono. Tno 
chirchos of La Trin'dad and Alia Qrooia 
mo-c than ono hnndrid and fifty feet in 
height, will) naves .-unported by pillars of 
twe vo ciul lifleeii feel ill li'anictrr, were 
reiluceil LO ma-ses of r^iln lilile more than 
a man's height, in tie h.irra.'ks a regi- 
meiil of soldiers had jui been drawn up 
under unus, ready to fo'm part of a pro 
cession that was to ako place alter 
-ervico. Scar^-ely a mm of them was 
left. And all this was the wurk of a 
singlo minute. From lie lir.sl lolling of 
a bell lu lu.; lading >if ilii laal of llie cily 
uf Caraca , one niinnlc only elapsed. 
iSIany thousand persoas were maimed and 
wounded, tor whom there was no shelter, 
no ni.'dicine, no fjovl, scarcely a dro[) of 
water. Tliere were not evtn iiii .deineiUs 
wliereu'ith to e.Kiricait; iheui !rom the 
rums whicli lay upon iheui. Tnc s-iirvi- 
vors dug out with their lin;.'ers two thous- 
and of llieir crushed fellow citizons who 
bad still some life remiuning in tlicm. 
Tlio shock had brukcii the pi|)es convey- 
ing water ; i!ie filling in of t.'io ear.o 
Ir^d chok 'tl up the sprinu's whiel Kii|)plie,l 
them; lliero Wi-re no hIciimIs in which lo 
carry water from tho river. T>e wound 
od and sick wco carried to tlie river's 
bonk, and there left under sich protec-- 
lioa as the .'oli.ige aflorded. Tiic night, 
we are told, rose calm aii» serene; the 
roiiiul, full moon slij'io ovtr the S".d labors 
of tile survivors. .MoiU'rs siill earned 
their dead children abou-, refusing to be- 
lieve that life had cniir-dy Qed. Troops 
of relatives and frlcnc'.4 sought for missing 
ones U{) and doivn streets now lo be 
traced only by long lines cf niiiis. A 
sterner duty yoi remained. Twelve 
lh"n.<iii-.d dead bodies lay around, and ih- 
coinpo ition wilhin tlio tropics may be 
said lo begin at the momeut of death, 
Tlicro were no means of digging graves; 
the bodies inns', bo burned and lhat at 
Once.

If wo required a 
Stronger instance of this than thnsu 
we cited wo should point to Wild 
Horse Greek, which was formerly die 
scene of ve^y eztensiro mining opera 
tions, since abandoned almost eniinly 
to Obinaraen, and on which from $oO 
to $50 par day have b ocn cleaned up 
very lately, proving beyond a doabt 
tho very rich character of the ground 
in that vioinity. Tlio simple faot is, 
that the debris forming the gra>'ol or 
pay dirt in British Columl)ia is of 
different fonnn ini entirely to that 
found in Calif)riiia ; tho latter being 
of a light, fnaule ntturo and oasdy 
worked, whereas jurs has nearly ihe 
oonHislence of oamoat, much better 
calculated to uold the precious nio'al.

Wo 
are too much accustomed to tho Anioii- 
oan system of exaggeration to b3 led 
away with sach an old story. It is 
true, wily traders and whisky aollers 
ban always make a profit out of tho 
credulous by suoh goldon romances, 
porfeofly regardless of tho Buffiiring 
and loss oi hie that always occurs at 
theso 'rushe.-i,' but h.ipirily for the few 
ill this Country who would bo tempted 
to try their luek in siieh reckless ud^ 
vonturos, it is too far away, and only 
those will fall victims who are a' 
present in Calif jrni:i, as the iruo atato 
of tbo case will soon leak out. U is 
far other .vi':o with our Jv lotenay 
mines, which havo every probability 
of being |)er(nanently remunerative, 
and will 'ore long attract a largo and 
permanent p:)pulalion to the vicinity. 
It now remains to bo seen wbeihor 
oar trading and commercial men aro 
equal to the tusk o( oontostiug thu 
field for profi'.able business, which tbe^<- 
mines will throw open to those classes 
of our oilizons. Can we have any 
better instruction in the art of go- 
abeadativoness than is di-'pluycd in the 
latter of the StatC'sman's covrosjioud- 
oat? Ho not only hhows the rich 
opportuiiity f(jr lii< out erprising fellow- 
CilizoMH, l)!it ho toils ihem that those 
who have gone before havo actually 
provide 1 tho ra.an.s of transit for 
goods I) nd p'iS!-ei];;(irs across the Hikn 
We uO'.id hardly remind our roadi rt 
that owing to iIk; 'iiiail's pace in wliicli 
ovorythirig is doiui by our people, and 
tho want of energy on the part of our 
Government, the minors at Big Bend 
would havo been absolutely starved 
^to death had it not been for tho ritHo> 
late enicrprko of our American neighs 
bors, who, agaiast tl^o most positive 
assertions on tho part of those in au> 
•thority here, (who should have known 
better,) ran tbe steamer '49 with food 
to tbe succor of the famishing px 
pi jrers. Can anyone be surprised, 
with such instanoofl boforo his eyes

published in Sac Francisco upon this subjeot, 
induced by tho late violent ehocks, wo cull 
Ibe following facia which will ba read with 
interest by our readers.

Nkw YoBK, Jan. 17.— Tbo Hf.rahfs ■Wash- 
ington a|iecial states that on Friday Uit the 
I'residenl sent to tbe Senate thn treaties wi)b 
Ureal liriiain on the Alabama cUims, the rights 
of n'lluriilized clli/.ens, and tho qoesllons aria, 
in.; on', of the occupMion of.S iii Juan. Tho 
treaty is concluded Bubstanlially on the ori- 
ginal terms iirosented by our government. Tho 
.Senale comniitlee meets to-day, and tbo matter 
will be consi.lered. Tho naluraliiation treaty 
it is understood coDCedsa on tbo part of Great 
itriiaiu that naturalized citizens sbKll enjoy 
the same rights in that country as naiivo 
American cili/.ens. The articles of treaty on 
the Ahib una cluims are eight in number. In 
ariieleg ono and two tho covernmenlg agree to 
seuli- all claims and difforeuca which have 
arisen sinca tho Ooiivention of 18G:t. Articio 
2 provides for a commission of four persons, 
each government being entitled to two repre- 
stntalives ; this Commission is lo agreo upon 
a plan of settlement. Article :! provides t> at 
a msjority of the Oommission shall decide the 
questions in each articio. Article -1 provides 
lor cases of disagreement of tbe Oommiasloa ; 
in such event the governmenta abalt cbooae an 
umpire. The Prssidoat of tbe tTnited States 
fhull not net for ihe United States, but 
ihn umpire .Telectod slmll not bo qualified nni 
les.^ coiiiirnied by the .Seaato. Article 5 pro- 
vides, in the event of the refus.tl of tho umpire 
to decide, that tho question shall ba settled by 
lot in the presence of the Commissionors. 
Article i; excludes from tho jurisdiction of 
Ihe tJominission all cases arising from claims 
wbiuh havo been adjudicated by tho Oourta of 
Admiralty. Articio 7 provides that tbs claim* 
ants shall prove that tbey are Britisb subjects 
and that they preserved strict neutrality dur- 
ing war and did not aid the South. Artfele 8 
provides that the sessions of tbe Oommitsion 
shall be bold at Washington.
